The details: After the people of Chicago 
Ghost Investigations give you a crash course 
on getting in touch with the other side, 
you’re equipped to use professional ghost 
hunting equipment and proper interviewing 
techniques to communicate with wandering 
spirits in small groups of no more than seven. 

According to organization researcher Brian 
Maloy, communication is established 
“99.9 percent of the time” with the help 
of divination rods, electromagnetic field 
detectors, thermal scanners and other 
equipment. Though locations are not 
disclosed until shortly before the two-hour 
events occur, investigations frequently 
happen after hours at old Chicago landmarks.

Which Chicago institution reigns supreme?

Just in time for summer, the pen- 
guins have returned. 

The Shedd Aquarium’s 
Oceanarium— the most popular 
exhibit at Chicago’s most popular 
museum— reopens Saturday after 
being closed for nine months as 
part of a $50 million renovation 
project.

Fish not your thing? 

The Art Institute last weekend 
debuted its new Modern Wing, a 
sweeping sun-dappled structure 
featuring modern European art, 
contemporary art, architecture and 
photography The wing, 10 years and 
$294 million in the making, makes 
the Art Institute the second-largest 
art museum in the U.S., after the Met in NewTbrk. 

Chicago’s museum scene has had an exciting month. And to top it off, Ben Stiller’s “Night at 
the Museum: Battle of the Smithsonian” opened Friday

Clash of the titans 


Think museums are boring? Their backers and supporters 
can be a feisty bunch. Here are some great moments in 
Chicago museum controversies over the past few years. 



The Children’s Museum’s 
move to Grant Park 

A proposal in 2007 to move the 
Chicago Children’s Museum from its 
current Navy Pier location to Daley 
Bicentennial Plaza at the north end 
of Grant Park met stiff opposition from some park neighbors. 
Opponents of the move said it would interfere with the park’s 
open, public space. Supporters countered that most of the 
100,000-square-foot museum would be underground. Mayor 
Daley stirred the controversy when he suggested neighbors 
just didn’t want kids and minorities visiting. The city approved 
the move last year, and the new museum is slated to open in 
Grant Park in about four years. A lawsuit seeking to block the 
construction is pending. 



Art Institute raises its 
admission prices 

When the Chicago Park District voted 
in March to raise the Art Institute’s 
admission fee 50 percent-from $12 to 
$18 for general admission-city aider- 
men complained that that was too steep for an institution that 
gets some public money and urged the park district board to 
repeal the hike. The compromise: Chicago residents will get $2 
off. The new fees are effective Saturday. 


Body Worids at the 
Museum of Science and 
Industry 

What was anticipated to be a highly 
controversial exhibit-an anatomy les- 
son using real dead bodies that had 
been sliced and splayed open-turned out to be very success- 
ful, but not so controversial when it debuted in 2005. Sure, the 
display of the pregnant woman with the eight-month fetus didn’t 
play well in all circles, but the “plastination” process rendered the 
body parts more fake-looking than real. Controversies in some 
European countries regarding where exhibit creator Gunther 
von Hagens procured the cadavers didn’t arise in Chicago. 



Planetarium pork 

During the second presidential debate, John McCain accused 
Barack Obama of pork barrel spending for supporting a $3 mil- 
lion federal funding request to help pay for a new projection 
system at the Adler Planetarium, which wanted to update its 
78-year-old domed Sky Theater auditorium.

French twist

The scene: Old Town Brasserie is not 
trendy. And that’s exactly what we love 
about it. Though it’s not yet z years 
old, the sophisticated Wells Street 
spot has an air of experience, an easy 
confidence that says, “I’m not afraid 
of white tablecloths and French words 
you’re likely to mispronounce when 
ordering, and you shouldn’t be either,” 

Brunch suits Old Town Brasserie 
perfectly It’s the one meal that can 
be refined if it wants to be, but rarely 
comes off as stuffy, even if it tries. It’s 
almost hard to believe the restaurant 
launched regular brunch service just 
last weekend. 

With a subdued dining room in 
back and French doors that open from 
the more casual front bar area onto 
a sidewalk cafe, you’ve got a couple 
of choice seating options. This is just 
as easily a special-occasion brunch 
spot (soon-to-graduate collegians, 
take note) as it is a place to sip French 
martinis in the sun for no reason other 


than because it’s Sunday morning and 
you’ve got Monday off and no where 
else to be till Tuesday 
The cuisine: Executive chef Andy 
Motto stepped into the kitchen at the 
beginning of the year, and if brunch is 
any indication, he’s settling in nicely 
Motto’s menu is designed so you 
can comfortably eat a three-course 
brunch: soup or salad, entree, dessert. 
Portions are refreshingly petite, which 
has the dual benefits of allowing room 
for dessert (which would be a shame 
to skip here) and keeping prices rea- 
sonable despite the fact Old Town 
Brasserie is hardly a Denver-omelet- 
and-hash-browns sort of place. Most 
entrees are in the $8-$i2 range. 
Though the menu lists potentially 
yawn-worthy options such as a salmon 
crepe ($9) and steak and eggs ($18), 
Motto brings a fresh, modern sensi- 
bility to dishes that could otherwise 
quickly become cliches. The cool 
crepe is rolled up with house-smoked 
salmon, cream cheese and chives and 



presented in quarters dusted with 
delicate bits of lemon zest. The soy- 
andyuzu-marinated hanger steak is 
plated with asparagus and a morel 
foam before it’s topped with a fried 
egg. And a dish given the mundane 
description of “poached farm egg” 
($12) is actually a crock of sweet crab 
meat in eggless bearnaise sauce, fra- 
grant with tarragon, all surrounding 
two poached eggs. Brioche toast is 
served on the side, so it’s left you to 
compose each bite. 

Pastry chef Claire Crenshaw’s des- 


serts, which include a delightful lit- 
tle pineapple tarte tatin and a lemon 
tart with basil ice cream, chocolate 
mousse and fresh berries, are a must. 
Fortunately, they’re slight enough 
(and affordable at $4- $6 each) that 
they won’t send you straight to the 
couch for a Sunday afternoon nap. 
For that, we recommend one of 
those French martinis on the side- 
walk cafe,

And so it has come to this: Rebel- turned-celebrity turns 
into celebrity-as-cliche. 

How else to explain Eminem's latest studio album, 
“Relapse”? It took five years to make not because the 
artist born Marshall Mathers III was squirreling himself 
away in an attempt to reinvent himself No, he was 
preoccupied with a drug habit that sent him into rehab. 
His dependency on painkillers frames a 20 -track, 

76 -minute album, and

^t Eminem has the talent to oudive his moment. 
When he's good, he can be very good. His best music 
has an honesty as withering as a heart attack. 

But for anyone who carried a glimmer of hope that 
this talented if perverse MC had a great album in him, 
the kind of arty self-reinvention that the Beastie Boys 
once engineered with their 1989 masterpiece, “Paul's 
Boutique,” “Relapse” is a wakeup call. He took five years 
off to produce an album that retraces his steps rather 
than forging a bold new path.

Looking for a culinary silver lining in our depressing economy? Learning to cook creatively 
with cheap foods such as beans and grains can save you money liven up your table with new 
recipes and improve your health. 


» Here’s a recipe for bean success from David 
Gabbe, who teaches vegetarian cooking classes 
in Washington state. 

Soak them in a pot filled with water over- 
night (or all day while you’re at work). Discard 
the soaking water, cover with fresh water and 
simmer for an hour or so, or until tender. 

“It’s cheaper than buying canned beans, and 
there are no chemicals involved,” Gabbe says. 

He likes to cook beans ahead of time, then 
freeze them in glass jars. Take them out of the 
freezer and place in the refrigerator in the 
morning to defrost for use at dinner time. 

“They have a nice firm texture, just like you 
cooked them a moment ago,” Gabbe says. 

Gabbe uses beans liberally, in everything 
from desserts to lasagna. 

Lentils are another legume that contains 
protein and other nutrients. Lentils cook 
more quickly than beans, and don’t require 
pre-soaking. 


» Grains also can help us edge toward a more 
plant-based diet— the type of diet health pro- 
fessionals recommend. But it’s important to 
eat whole grains as much as possible, say the 
experts. 

Government nutritional guidelines say that 
eating at least 3 ounces of whole grains a day 
can reduce the risk of chronic disease and help 
maintain a healthy weight. 

Some experts suggest eating at least half of 
our grains as whole grains, while others push for 
even more. 

“Refined grains are not as nutritious,” says 
Gabbe. “Whenever a grain is refined, the germ 
and bran are removed.” 

Bran contains fiber, vitamins and minerals, 
while the germ carries healthful antioxidants 
and vitamins. When those two parts of the 
grain are stripped away as they are from white 
flour and white rice, you’re left with only carbo- 
hydrates and protein.

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E-smokes 
spark debate

From a distance, it looks like Tal Broustin is 
lighting up a cigarette, right in the middle of 
Arundel Mills Mall in Hanover, Md., a clear no- 
no. And he is trying to get others to take drags, 
too, luring passersby to his kiosk by asking if 
they are trying to quit smoking. 

Up close, it is clear that Broustin is taking 
puffs not from an actual cigarette, but from a 
battery-powered gadget designed to look like 
the real thing. Called an “e-cigarette,” or elec- 
tronic cigarette, it contains no tobacco, gives 
off no smoke but instead is a nicotine delivery 
device that gives off heated water 
vapor. Some companies are 
pitching e-cigarettes simply 
as less-harmful alterna- 
tives to smoking, say- ‘

companies, though, are selling their e-cigarettes 
as smoking cessation tools, claims that have not 
been backed up by any science. 

Regardless, the relatively new devices — avail- 
able online, at truck stops and at malls— are 
drawing fire, mostly from groups such as the 
American Cancer Society and the American 
Lung Association, and from scientists who say 
they fear the products may pose unknown dan- 
gers, even if they’re not from the known car- 
cinogens in cigarette smoke. 

Some have called on the Food and Drug 
Administration to ban them immediately The 
FDA says e-cigarettes are “unapproved drug- 
device combinations,” and in the past two 
months, has detained 17 shipments from China 
at the border and sent them back. “We don’t 
know its safety profile,” said spokeswoman 
Karen Riley 

Despite the recent FDA actions, the industry 
says more than 100,000 e-cigarettes have been 
sold in the U.S., and the number grows every 
day 

“Relatively little is known about how they’re 
used, how much nicotine gets into people, 
what other chemicals are coming along for the 
ride,” said Dr. Jonathan Samet, director of the 
Institute for Global Health at the University 
of Southern California and a former depart- 
ment chairman at the Johns Hopkins School 
of Public Health in Baltimore. 

“To make a therapeutic claim, you need to do 
the proper testing.”

OK, so now what? 

They’ve got their degrees, but new graduates can’t find work 


MCT 

ST. PETER, Minn. In the simple chapel of 
Gustavus Adolphus College, Rebecca Carlson 
ponders the future as she and 600 classmates 
prepare to descend from the hilltop campus 
and enter the job market. Or not. 

Like graduates at colleges across the 
nation, her mind quickly turns to the secu- 
lar challenge of stepping off campus and into 
the worst economy in decades. 

“It’s frustrating, because I had thought 
about AmeriCorps years ago, before the 
economy tanked and everyone went flock- 
ing there,” Carlson said. “Hopefully, they’ll 
still have room for me.” 

In two weeks, the largest graduating class 
in Gustavus history will receive their diplo- 
mas. 

Nationwide, the most graduates in a 
decade are about to compete for a supply of 
jobs that is far short of the demand. 

Employers say they plan to hire 22 percent 
fewer graduates than last year, according to 
a new survey by the National Association of 
Colleges and Employers. Another survey by

the group shows the average starting salary 
dropped 2.2 percent from the same time last 
year. 

Students cite their own numbers: “Out 
of my seven roommates, one has a job lined 
up,” said financial economics major Ben 
Musgjerd. 

“I have 14-and-a-half days to find a job. Or 
an internship. Or anything, really,” commu- 
nications studies major Andy Leer said. 

Their unease— and occasional optimism 
—echoes across campus, in majors from 
management to music. 

“What can I do with a Major in ... ?” reads 
the sign in the college’s career center, above 
handouts color-coded lavender, bright green 


and magenta for different majors. 

Leer sits in Cynthia Favre ’s office, leaning 
in as the center’s associate director shows 
him job-search databases. He leaves with a 
rainbow of fliers. 

A communications studies major. Leer is 
nervous. After interviews for several mar- 
keting and sales jobs, he doesn’t have a single 
offer. ‘As it comes closer, my focus is wid- 
ening,” he said. “I’ll take anything that will 
have me right now” 

Favre says Leer is typical of students 
struggling toward that first post-college 
job. She surveys seniors each year, the day 
before graduation. Generally, a third have 
jobs, a third plan on summer work and a 
third “have no clue.” 

She’s guessing that the proportions may 
not change this year, but that those who 
say they have jobs may include more in 
situations that still insulate them from the 
permanent job market— teaching English 
abroad, joining Teach for America or going 
to graduate school. Nationwide, applica- 
tions to all three are up.

Looks like the “Save Chuck” campaign worked, 

NBC announced this week it has picked up the action comedy, which was on 
the bubble for some time, for at least 13 episodes next season. The show’s rabid 
fan base this spring started a “Save Chuck” campaign that included spending 
money at Subway (a show partner) and sending Nerds candy to NBC— a nod to 
Chuck Bartowski's (played by Zachary Levi, right) position on the “Nerd Herd” 
tech support team on the show 

So it was a good week for “Chuck” fans, Here’s a look at other popular TV 
shows that have — and haven’t— made the cut after fans piped up. 


SHOWS THAT WERE RENEWED 



The apocalyptic show was canceled-and 
then brought back-in 2007. Mow’d it 
happen? Super-serious fans flooded 
CBS with peanuts (a wink at the “Nuts!” 
line said by Skeet Ulrich’s character in 
the Season 1 finale). Though the show 
was canceled for good in 2008, it has 
become a sort of symbol of what fans 
can do to keep their faves on the air. 


The bawdy and irreverent cartoon 
got the ax from Fox in 2002, but it soon 
was picked up and folded into the Adult 
Swim programming block on Cartoon 
Network, resulting in ridiculous DVD sales. 
Fox took note and changed course on 
the series, airing it again in 2004, the first 
time a show had ever been rebroadcast 
based on DVD sales, according to a USA 
Today report at the time. 


Chuck 

The show about a nerdy underachiever thrown into a new role as the government’s 
most vital secret agent got picked up for a third season this week after enjoying 
consistently average ratings. When it was on the bubble earlier this spring, fans 
rallied with a “Save Chuck” Web campaign and various publicity stunts.

Arrested Development 

The quirky Fox show about the dysfunctional Bluth 
family enjoyed critical acclaim but limited ratings 
during its three-season run. Fans were peeved 
when it went off the air in 2006. Now everyone’s 
waiting on details of the rumored movie.

ABC said it wouldn’t renew the fairly odd tale of 
Ned (Lee Pace), who can bring the dead back to 
life. Another show that enjoyed critical acclaim, 
“Daisies” is scheduled to air its last episodes 
beginning May 30, the network has announced.
